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1 . Applicant has submitted new claims 55 and 56 but has failed to supply a 
supplemental reissue oath/declaration. 

MPEP 1414.01 [R-2] Supplemental Reissue Oath/ Declaration 
If additional defects or errors are corrected in the reissue after the filing of the application 
and the original reissue oath or declaration, a supplemental reissue oath/declaration must 
be filed, unless all additional errors corrected are spelling, grammar, typographical, 
editorial or clerical errors which are not errors under 35 U.S.C. 251 (see MPEP § 
1402). In other words, a supplemental oath/declaration is required where any "error" 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 has been corrected and the error was not identified in the original 
reissue oath/declaration. 

The supplemental reissue oath/declaration must state that every error which was 
corrected in the reissue application not covered by the prior oath(s)/declaration(s) 
submitted in the application arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant. 

2. Applicant has failed to provide an explanation of the support in the disclosure of 
the patent for the changes made to the claims. Note newly submitted claims 55 and 56. 

37 CFR 1.173. Reissue specification, drawings, and amendments. 

(b) Making amendments in a reissue application. An amendment in a reissue 
application is made either by physically incorporating the changes into the specification 
when the application is filed, or by a separate amendment paper.

If applicant should receive 
such a notice, applicant should immediately contact the examiner of record. 
Reissue applications are amended in accordance with 37 CFR 1.173 and not 
37 CFR 1.121.
